THAT Mr. Renne), Mr. Hudſon, or ſome other able Engineer, (who has not yet been 
conſulted on the Subjet of the propoſed Cut,) be employed on behalf of the Proprietors 
of the Country of Marſſiland, to adviſe how far the ſame is likely to be beneficial to 
that Country, and whether the Drains propoſed by Mr. Watt?, or what other internal 
Drains may be proper for the moſt advantageous Drainage thereof 

THAT the following Perſons be appointed a Committee for employing an Engineer 
purſuant to the above Reſolution, viz. Henry Hare Townſend Eſq. William Bentineh 
Eſg. William Walcot Efq. Anthony Dickins Eſq. or their reſpettive Agents, the Rev. Thomas 
Sheepſhanks, Mr. William Creaſy, Mr. Thomas Fawſſett, Mr. Fames Bellamy, Mr. Robert 
Hardwick and Mr William Bean, and that any three of them be a Quorum. 

THAT a Subſcription be immediately opened for defraying the Charge of employing 
ſuch Engineer and other ee Expences incurred and to be incurred in this Buſineſs.
